Town lock

TWO criminals from Walsall 
who were part of a gang that 
smashed into cash 
machines, stealing almost 
£700,000, and believed they 
were “untouchable”, were 
this week put behind bars. 

The gang used circular 
saws to target cash 
machines at 32 Co-op stores 
during a 14-month crime 
spree in the Midlands, 
Lincoln, Devon and Kent. 

Noel Reilly, of Birchills, 
and David Holmes, of 
Walsall, were both jailed for 
seven years for their 
involvement in the raids at 
Birmingham Crown Court 
on Monday. 

The masked gang stole 
high-powered cars from 
driveways and used them in 
the raids. 

Minutes 

A cash mashine at Park 
Hall was among the targets. 

West Midlands Police 
Inspector Warren Hines, 
whose team took over the 
inquiry in May last year, 
said: “These offences were 
clearly well-rehearsed and, 
in some cases, committed 
very efficiently in just a 
matter of minutes. 

“It’s estimated the full toll 
of their exploits, taking into 
account the cash and cars 
stolen plus the damage to 
ATM machines, approached 
almost £1 million.” 

Insp Hines added: “They 
thought they were untouch¬ 
able and we proved them 
wrong. ”

Steel firm 
expansion 
jobs hope 

THE expansion of a steel pipe fittings 
firm in Walsall, which will create jobs 
and see the base nearly double in size, 
has moved closer to after proposals were 
recommended for approval when coun¬ 
cillors meet today (Thursday).

The group also worked with Green 
Spaces to secure a £50,000 grant from the 
Big Lottery Fund to recently open a gallery 
garden, which is still being developed. 

The group says the new facility is being 
well used as a space for local artists, pho¬ 
tographers, schools and community 
groups to show their creative works. 

Other major projects the group has been 
involved with include the creation of a 
woodland wildlife learning garden, the 
planting of more than 7,000 tree seedlings 
and a community orchard containing over 
400 fruit trees and bushes. 

The group, which has 13 committee 
members and was formed in 1998, is 
appealing for more volunteers to help with 
future projects at Walsall’s premier park.

Boss slams 
'negative' 
town centre 
shop report 

WALSALL’S regeneration 
chief has hit out at a report 
which found the town had 
the second highest rate of 
empty shops in the Mid¬ 
lands. 

The Local Data Company 
last week revealed the 
town’s vacancy rate is 29.6 
per centt. Councillor Adrian 
Andrew has branded the 
report “negative”. 

“I don’t see how it can 
help when a faceless, unin¬ 
formed individual goes on 
the offensive about empty 
shops in any town, not just 
Walsall,” he said. 

“Individually and collec¬ 
tively, we all know the prob¬ 
lems and the challenges we 
are facing at the moment. So 
we should be talking up 
work being done and work 
being planned to recharge 
the economy, boost com¬ 
merce and industry and get 
people visiting towns and 
shopping centres.” 

Efforts to tackle the 
problem of empty shops in 
Walsall involve the launch of 
a £100,000 scheme to 
provide business rate relief 
for businesses moving in. 

The Local Data Company 
report claims only Notting¬ 
ham has a higher number of 
empty shops than Walsall.

Their actions deprive our 
hard-working communities 
of money.” 

Hotspots have included

cent, in Harden and Chaucer 
Road, in Bloxwich.

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Memorial 
scheme is 
underway 

A SCHEME restoring all of 
Walsall’s war memorials 
began this week with work 
on the £50,000 revamp of 
Moxley’s monument. 

Campaigners welcomed 
the revamp, which will see 
the flagpole repaired, new 
plaques installed and the 
memorial being illuminated. 

All of the borough’s war 
memorials will be restored 
over the next few years and 
steps will be taken to make 
them harder for metal 
thieves to attack. 

Moxley War Memorial, 
Queen Street, will get new 
plaques listing the people 
who died in war from the 
town. 

Councillor Paul Bott, 
Independent councillor for 
Darlaston South said: 
“Moxley War Memorial was 
in a terrible state so it will be 
great to see work being done. 
It is especially poignant as 
2014 will be 100 years since 
the start of the First World 
War.” 

The time frame for the 
rest of the work is yet to be 
drawn up by the council. 

In Moxley, residents have 
helped choose the design of 
the new brickwork, fencing, 
gates, railings and benches. 

Emblems of poppies will 
be added to the gates and 
fencing. The emblem for 
Moxley will also be put at on 
the memorial. 

Shire Oak get 
school award 

THE geography department 
at a Walsall school has been 
given a prestigious national 
award for excellence in 
teaching. 

Shire Oak Academy is one 
of only 200 schools in the 
country to win the award. 

The school’s geography 
department has been 
awarded the secondary 
geography quality mark, 
which rewards only the 
highest quality of geography 
teaching across the country. 

It is the first school in 
Walsall to receive the acco¬ 
lade. Any school that gains 
the award has to undergo a 
rigorous moderation process 
by inspectors. 

The academy will now 
have the quality mark for 
geography for three years.

Banned skin cream sold under the counter 


A SHOPKEEPER from Walsall has been 
fined £20,000 and given a suspended prison 
sentence for selling hundreds of tubs of 
banned skin cream. 

Mohammed Rashid, who was neither a 
doctor nor qualified pharmacist, sold Super 
Soraderm at M&T Supermarket in Cald- 
more Road, Walsall. Despite being told it 
contained potentially harmful steroids, 
Rashid continued to sell the product, often 
used to treat children with skin problems. 


He imported the cream from Pakistan and 
sold around 50 pots of it a month “under the 
counter” at £12.99 a time. 

Investigation 

Prosecutor John Evans told Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court last week that Super Sora¬ 
derm had a string of side effects and should 
only be used sparingly after being pre¬ 
scribed by doctors. 

Experts launched an investigation when 
two children became ill after being treated 


with Super Soraderm. Neither was defi¬ 
nitely linked to 54-year-old Rashid’s store 
but investigators later bought a tub of the 
cream from the M&T Supermarket he ran 
with his brother in 2010. 

Mr Evans said: “When ‘Super Soraderm’ 
was written on a piece of paper and shown to 
a member of staff, he reached under the 
counter and handed over a small box con¬ 
taining a tub of the cream.” 

M&T Supermarket Ltd pleaded guilty to 


selling the product on May 29, 2010, and 
possessing 54 boxes of it with intent to 
supply on June 24 of that year. He was fined 
£ 20 , 000 . 

Rashid, the store’s sole director, from 
Dams Road, admitted the same offences 
through “consent, connivance or neglect” 
and was given a nine-month prison sentence 
suspended for two years with 200 hours 
unpaid work. He and the firm were told to 
pay the £6,994 costs of the case. 


Shelter vandals cost 
taxpayers thousands 


THUGS smashed up 240 bus shelters in 
Walsall in just 12 months, costing taxpayers 
more than £15,000 to repair or replace them. 


Across the Black Country, almost 1,000 bus shelters were 
vandalised at a cost of nearly £60,000. 

New figures reveal that 928 of the 5,004 shelters in 
Walsall, Wolverhampton, Sandwell and Dudley have been 
targeted by yobs between the end of March 2011 and the 


beginning of April this year. 

Transport authority | 
Centro said CCTV cameras 
had helped reduce the 
number of offences but the 
issue remained a big 
problem. 

Bosses are looking at 
installing anti-vandal 
panels made of perforated 
steel to prevent glass being 
smashed by thugs. 

Culprits 

Figures show 240 shelters 
were damaged in Walsall, 
costing taxpayers £15,162. 

A total of 182 shelters 
were damaged in Wolver¬ 
hampton, 276 in Sandwell 
and 230 in Dudley. It cost 
£58,567 to repair them alll. 

Centro spokesman Steve 
Swingler said: “Vandalism 
of bus shelters has fallen by

nearly 80 per cent since we 
started installing CCTV 
cameras in 2008. Footage 
captured by the cameras is 
also regularly used to iden¬ 
tify and prosecute culprits. 

“The cameras have been 
hugely successful in curbing 
this criminal damage yet 
taxpayers are still having to 
fork out more than £155,000 
a year across the West Mid¬ 
lands because a minority of 
individuals continue to 
attack facilities, which are 
provided for the comfort and 
convenience of the wider 
community. 

“As such we are working 
on a number of other initia¬ 
tives such as anti-vandal 
panels.”

Ellie will be much in demand over the 
coming months, with experts predicting 
that she could earn more than half-a-million 
pounds in sponsorship. For now though, the 
grounded teenager has vowed to “take each 
day as it comes”. 

“The support I have had has been 
amazing from the public and the Press,” she 
said. “It’s been great in Aldridge too as this 


is my home town. I’m going to visit my post 
box too and it was nice seeing the stamps, 
they’re nice added bonuses.” 

The former Aldridge School pupil will be 
spending the next few weeks fulfilling media 
and sponsorship commitments.

He added: “I look forward 
to HS2 (high speed rail 
linking the West Midlands to 
London) because it will free 
up space on the existing 
network to run more 
trains.” 


Bogus caller incidents 
triple over the summer 

THE number of bogus callers targeting vulnerable resi¬ 
dents in Walsall tripled this summer. Complaints to Walsall 
Council rocketed to 47 across June, July and August, com¬ 
pared to just 15 during the same period last year. 

It follows a spate of incidents in which pensioners are 
visited by bogus workmen who claim that hundreds of 
pounds worth of work needs to be carried out. Amongst the 
cases were an elderly man in Pelsall who was conned out of 
his £2,500 savings and a caller who targeted nursing homes 
in Walsall and Wednesbury, stealing money from staff. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, public protection boss, said: “This 
type of doorstep crime is cowardly, people preying on the 
sympathies and good natures of Walsall residents to inflict 
misery, anger and fear. We must work together to put a stop 
to it.” 


NIP critical 
of bonus 
culture at 
the council 

BONUS payments to top 
officers in local government 
posts have been criticised by 
a Walsall ME 

It comes after it was 
revealed bonuses totalling 
more than £90,000 were 
paid to some of the highest 
earning Walsall Council 
workers in the past two 
years. 

The performance-related 
bonuses have now been 
scrapped. 

Nine employees, some of 
whom already earn six- 
figure sums, were revealed 
to have received bonuses. 

It sparked Walsall North 
MP David Winnick to call for 
bonus payments to highly 
paid officials to end perma¬ 
nently on a national and 
local scale. 

Routine 

He said: “I accept there is 
a going rate as far as salaries 
are concerned for such offi¬ 
cials and there is no doubt of 
the very heavy responsibili¬ 
ties involved. 

“It is not therefore the 
salaries that I am critical of 
as such but the additional 
bonus payments which have 
become more frequent and 
routine in recent years.” 

Among those to receive 
bonuses was chief executive 
Paul Sheehan who got a 
£10,860 bonus last year and 
£11,201 the year before on 
top of his salary of £189,533.

TRADING standards and 
police have warned rogue 
traders will not be tolerated 
as they carry out regular 
crackdowns in Walsall. 

One person was recently 
brought before the courts 
for having counterfeit DVDs 
and given a community 
order with 16-week curfew. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, port¬ 
folio holder for public pro¬ 
tection at the council, said: 
“We work very closely with 
the police to maintain law 
and order in Walsall. People 
who break the law can be 
assured they will be found 
and dealt with accordingly. 

“Anyone who thinks they 
can get away with selling 
fake items should think 
again. 

Eliminate 

“Our aim is to eliminate 
counterfeiters from Walsall 
for good. Our genuine, local 
traders need protecting oth¬ 
erwise they face the prospect 
of losing customers and even 
going ut of business. 

“On top of this, such activ¬ 
ity has been shown to have 
links to serious and organ¬ 
ised crime.” 

Sergeant Chris Thomas, 
from Walsall police, said: 
“We will continue to visit 
locations at regular inter¬ 
vals to ensure traders are 
operating legally. Counter¬ 
feit products are often infe¬ 
rior quality and buying them 
promotes and funds crime.” 

Car skids into 
a restaurant 

A CAR skidded into a restau¬ 
rant in Willenhall after col¬ 
liding with two other 
vehicles. 

The collision left a hole 
underneath a window at the 
Ye Olde Toll House in 
Walsall Road. 

Nobody was seriously 
hurt in the crash, which hap¬ 
pened just before 5pm on 
Wednesday, September 12, 
causing delays around rush 
hour. 

Paramedics 

Five people, including a 
young boy, were checked 
over by paramedics. 

Fire crews from Walsall 
and Willenhall were called to 
the scene of the crash. 

A section of the restaurant 
wall was damaged but the 
impact did not affect the 
structure of the building, 
which was shut at the time. 

Walsall crew commander 
Chris Hands said: “There 
was about a metre square 
hole under a window sill.” 


Council complains to Government on benefit shortfall

in brief 


WALSALL Council’s leader has written to 
the Government stating its opposition to the 
slashing of £3.3 million in council tax bene¬ 
fits to thousands of claimants in the town. 

Mike Bird has penned letters to Local Gov¬ 
ernment Secretary Eric Pickles and Work 
and Pensions Secretary Iain Duncan Smith 
expressing the cabinet’s concern over the 
speed of planned changes. 

Council chiefs last week agreed to make up 


the shortfall in order to maintain the exist¬ 
ing level of benefits to thousands of working- 
age residents. 

Local authorities across the county are 
having to decide whether to pass on the 
reduction to claimants or to plug the gap by 
finding the money elsewhere in their 
budgets. 

Walsall’s decision was made because of the 
tight time constraints imposed by Downing 


Street. The authority plans to draw up a 
more considered scheme for the future. 

Councillor Ian Shires was among those 
who spoke of their concerns about how the 
move would affect some of the town’s most 
vulnerable people, accusing the Government 
of “using a sledgehammer to crack a nut.” 

He told fellow cabinet members: “At the 
moment it’s a minefield as to how to apply 
the changes. 


“We really need to be concentrating on 
those people who avoid paying tax who can 
well afford to. £3.3 million is not going to be 
easy to find in the current climate but with 
good housekeeping it can be done.” 

In Walsall, more than 35,000 households 
receive council tax benefits. Of these, 18,617 
people would have been affected by the 
reduction as 16,499 pensioners who claim it 
are exempt. 


Children's boss to cut 
agency staff number 


AGENCY staff will be reduced in Walsall’s failing children’s services 
department, says its new boss Rose Collinson. She does not want 
high numbers of temporary staff but full-time social workers who 
know “Walsall children and Walsall communities”. 


Shoplifter gangs 
target store for 
repeated thefts 


A SHOPKEEPER says 
gangs of shoplifters are tar¬ 
geting his store, leaving him 
worried about the future of 
his family-run business in 
Walsall. 

He said groups of men 
have been coming into his 
business Spend ‘n’ Save, in 
Pleck Road, and distracting 
staff before grabbing bottles 
of alcohol from the shelves. 

There have been three 
incidents in three weeks. 

Police are looking at 
images taken from the 
store’s CTV system. 

Ajaib Garcha, aged 56, has 
been running the store since 
2007. He said he has been 
left counting the cost after 
the thieves stole bandy and 
other alcoholic drinks. 

But the shoplifters were 
foiled in their latest attempt 
earlier this month when Mr 
Garcha became suspicious 
and manage to get back a 
bottle of brandy they were 
trying to steal. 

Mr Garcha, of Smethwick, 
said: “They have been in 
groups of four. They walk 
into the shop and one person 
stands at the counter while 
the other three spread them¬ 
selves around and then they

start asking questions about 
the prices of things to dis¬ 
tract attention. It is differ¬ 
ent men on each occasion 
but they all look quite 
young, about 20.” 

He added: “This is a very 
hard time for shopkeepers 
and we could do without 
this. I’m getting fed up and 
I’m worried.” 

Shoplifters had also 
recently targeted his Nisa 
store in Hockley. 

West Midlands Police said 
they were investigating the 
thefts. 

Anyone with information 
is asked to call police on 101. 


Ms Collinson was 
appointed director of the 
service following a damning 
Ofsted report that branded 
the care of vulnerable 
youngsters as “inadequate”. 

At a children and young 
people scrutiny panel 
meeting last week, she said 
the report had come as a 
“profound shock”. 

Ms Collinson told the 
panel: “We need our social 
workers to put up their 
hands if they feel they 
haven’t got something right. 

“We need to grow their 
morale and confidence that 
it’s okay to say ‘I’m worried’. 

“I don’t want loads and 
loads of agency staff. We 
need consistent staff who 
know Walsall children and 
Walsall communities.” 

Priorities 

She explained that priori¬ 
ties needed to be set out 
clearly and that everyone 
needed to understand their 
place in the system. 

“It’s really critical we 
know what trouble’s ahead 
so we can stop it and we need 
to be clear what is working 
in Walsall,” she added. 

“You were given a lot of 
quantitative information 
before. Numbers are impor¬ 
tant but you also need evi¬ 
dence, words and checking 
up to do.” 

The number of looked- 
after children in Walsall has 
risen from 490 to 530 since 
July. 

Investigations are now 
under way to find out if the 
Ofsted report was responsi¬ 
ble for the sharp increase or 
if it was part of a national 
trend.

It will include his critically 
acclaimed but controversial work, Away from the Flock, 
consisting of a lamb suspended in a tank of formaldehyde. 


Signals plan 
to ease jams 
at junction 


A £500,000 plan to cut delays at a busy M6 
junction has been submitted. 


The roundabout under 
junction nine at Wednes- 
bury would be upgraded 
with ‘intelligent’ traffic 
lights in the scheme submit¬ 
ted to the Highways Agency. 

The route is used by tens 
of thousands of motorists a 
day and a decision on cash 
for the scheme is expected 
by the end of the year. 

The junction is a main 
gateway for Ikea and Gal¬ 
lagher Retail Park where 
the number of shops on the 
site and traffic has increased 
in the last year. 

Congestion 

Walsall Council has sub¬ 
mitted a bid for funding. 
Under the scheme, state-of- 
the-art traffic lights would 
be fitted which respond 
automatically in peak 
periods to ease congestion. 

Council transport chief 
Tom Ansell said: “The 
changes would mean the 
junction is able to fully 
utilise all available capacity. 

“It is expected these 
improvements will reduce 
congestion on the 
approaches to junction nine 
of the M6 during both 
morning and evening peak 
periods.” 

Walsall Council is expect¬ 
ing a funding decision from 
the Highways Agency in the 
near future. 

Funds have been allo¬ 
cated to the Highways 
Agency for improvements o 
the strategic road network. 


Scheme to 
improve a 
care home 

A NEW meeting room and 
storage facilities could be 
created at a care home in 
Willenhall, under plans sub¬ 
mitted to Walsall Council. 

The plans improve Holly 
Bank House, Coltham Road, 
which is owned and 
managed by the council. The 
home provides accommo¬ 
dates adults with physical 
disabilities. 

Ameeting room would be 
built for home users and a 
storage unit would be pro¬ 
vided. A separate lockable 
bin store for medical waste 
is also planned. 

Additional parking would 
be provided. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment, submitted with the 
plans, reads: “It is proposed 
to create parking on the 
entry road by removing the 
trees and shrubs. This will 
allow for an ambulance 
parking bay as well and 
additional nurse points.” 

The facility will also soon 
be used to provide a service 
to support discharged hospi¬ 
tal patients who currently 
use Rushall Mews rehabili¬ 
tation centre in Walsall.

THE sale of age restricted goods 
to underage users has seen a sig¬ 
nificant fall across the borough 
this year thanks to an operation 
led by police, retailers and 
trading standards. 

Walsall’s shop owners have been encour¬ 
aged to stop selling prohibited items includ¬ 
ing alcohol, fireworks and tobacco to 
underage customers as part of the Validate 
UK scheme. 

Recent reports have shown that since 
2005 the number of shop keepers illegally 
selling tobacco and alcohol has fallen by a 
massive 44 per cent. 

In the last year alone only 10 per cent of 
traders were found to be in breach of the 
law, a seven per cent drop from the year 
before.

Activities carried out by the partnership 
include carrying out test exercises with 
young volunteers, educating shop keepers 
about the legal dangers and providing them 
with posters and leaflets. 

Portfolio holder for public protection 
with Walsall Council, Councillor Zahid Ali, 
said: “This scheme emphasises the Coali¬ 
tion’s ambition and determination for 
bringing an end to the sale of restricted 
goods to children who are underage.

M6 toll road U-turn

A POLISH driver did a U- 
turn in the middle of the 
M6 Toll before careering 
up the hard shoulder in 
the wrong direction 
during rush hour, a court 
heard.

“He found himself near the toll 
booth and turned around. It was a 
single incident and little or no 
danger occurred,” he said. 

Czarnocki has lost his job as a 
result of the incident. 

Magistrates disqualified him 
from driving for 12 months, 
ordered him to take part in 80 
hours of community service and 
pay court costs of £85.

It has most recently been used youth and 
community services at the council but is now not needed by 
the authority. 

The application for demolition to the council said: “The

“The existing annexe 
building is in poor condition 
and has suffered much van¬ 
dalism and a recent fire. 

“It is surplus to the coun¬ 
cils requirement under the 
Smarter Working Pro¬ 
gramme.

Head of 
planning David Elsworthy 
said: “The existing single 
storey 1970s building makes 
little or no architectural or 
historic contribution to the 
Aldridge Conservation Area 
of the listed building.”

Why does a king look 
on the congregation? 


WHERE does the name 
Wolverhampton come 
from and why could St 
Peter’s Church have 
become a Cistercian 
Abbey? 

Why does King Edward III look 
down on the congregation and who 
paid for the building of a grander 
church? 

If you have an interest in the 
above questions, and would like to 
make a small donation towards the 
upkeep of our city’s most important 
architectural and historical 
feature, take a look at the two 
recently produced fundraising 
booklets on sale. 

Lady Wulfrun’s Hampton and 
Wool Town Church give the 
answers and the story of how the 
Anglo-Saxon settlement of 
Heantun emerged from the Dark 
Ages with its Minster Church of St 
Mary. 

Royalty in the form of Lady 
Wulfrun refounded the Minster 
with lands at Bilston, Willenhall, 
Wednesfield, Pelsall, Featherstone

and other outlying small settle¬ 
ments, and several priests, known 
as a “college”, to look after their 
spiritual well-being. 

The first dean in charge of this 
collegiate establishment, Sansome, 
was among those who were close to 
King William, and was responsible 
for his Domesday Survey of the 
country. He became Bishop of 
Worcester, and annexed Wulfrene- 
hamtun or Wlurenehamptona - the 
first forms of the full name of the 
town - to the Priory of Worcester. 

King John, the Pope and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury agreed 
to replace the priests with a com¬ 
munity of Cistercian monks and to 
build a new abbey about the year 
1200, and the oldest parts of the 
existing church were the begin¬ 
nings of this new building. 

However, when the archbishop 
died the idea was abandoned and a 
new dean installed. 

During the 13th and 14th cen¬ 
turies the dean in effect ran the 


town, with charters for a market, 
fair, borough, court and wool fair. 
The town became wealthy through 
the wool and cloth trade, with 
sheep brought in to be penned in 
the Folds and sold in the sheep 
market, sorting, scouring and spin¬ 
ning the wool, making cloth, and 
the most wealthy being the mer¬ 
chants, who paid for St Peter’s to be 
enlarged and built in the grand 
style we see today. 

The church was a Royal Free 
Chapel, answerable to the Crown, 
not the Bishops, and Edward III 
was one monarch who was respon¬ 
sible for Charters to the Dean and 
indirectly for much of the rebuild¬ 
ing in the 14th century, commemo¬ 
rated by his crowned bearded head 
being carved in the stonework 
above the nave arches. 

Regular Sunday and weekday 
services are held in St Peter’s, and 
the church is open from 10am to 
4pm Monday to Friday, and 10am 
to 1pm on Saturdays. 

The Visitor Centre is well worth 
seeing to understand more of the 
story of Wolverhampton and its 
parish church.

A WALSALL restaurant is encourag¬ 
ing customers to enjoy food from the 
diverse regions of Italy while raising 
money for charity. 

Sofia’s Italian Restaurant, at the historic 
Guildhall, in High Street, is hosting Italian 
regional charity nights every Thursday. 

The special evenings include a Napoli night as 
the city is famous for its pizza and a Bologna 
where spaghetti and meatballs will be the spe¬ 
ciality. Other regional nights include a Sardinia 
night with sea bass as the speciality and Tuscany 
evening where a chicken dish will be served. 

Those who order the speciality on regional 
night will receive a free glass of wine, beer or soft 
drink and garlic ciabatta bread.

Restaurant manager Dmitrious Jones said: 
“Italy has a very diverse range of speciality 
dishes which originate from different regions 
throughout the country.

We will 
be open to fundraising suggestions.” 

Sofia’s is situated in a 15th century building in 
the centre of Walsall and provides an excellent 
location for a romantic meal, as my partner and 
I discovered. There were plenty of diners which 
made for an all-round better atmosphere. Yet 
that did not diminish the quality of service or 
food. 

I opted for La Polpette Napoli for starters, 
spicy meatballs in a Napoli sauce, before tucking 
in to a spaghetti frutti di mare, combining a 
passion for pasta with my love of fish. Sharon’s 
choice was a chicken pasta, and there are a host 
of fish, meat and chicken dishes to choose from, 
all made with traditional Italian ingredients. 
There’s an extensive wine list, as one would 
expect, but I chose to wash mine down with 
Peroni beer, and followed it with a fruit salad 
dessert. 

A three-course meal would set diners back 
around £20 - a price worth paying for an authen¬ 
tic taste of Italy and in such a unique setting.

Dylan's Titanic epic supernatural 


ALBUM 

Bob Dylan - Tempest 

IN OLD age 1960s icon Bob Dylan has hit fine form, 
provided you can take the gravitas of a gravel voice 
that sounds as old as a fossil. 

Dylan and his faultless band have a sound that is 
steeped in the old time music of America, from blues 
and folk to waltzes and murder ballads. 

Much has been made of the title - The Tempest 
was Shakespeare’s last play - but the long title track 
is a description of the sinking of The Titanic, which 
seems to blend fact, fancy and movie fiction. Is that 
Leonardo DiCaprio or Da Vinci getting a name 
check? 

Now Johnny Cash has gone, nobody is better than 
Dylan at fire and brimstone, and lots of his charac¬ 
ters in these songs are bound for hell. He dips his pen 
in poison and spits out memorably venomous lines in 
Narrow Way and Pay In Blood. However, there is 
often an element of wry humour. 

The legend remains a part-time genius. The lyrics 
of John Lennon tribute Roll On John, though heart¬ 
felt, are rather clumsy and obvious. But Dylan can be 
forgiven when he produces a track like Early Roman 
Kings, an allegorical critique delivered to a blistering 
revision of a Muddy Waters blues grind. Or the com¬ 
pelling old west love triangle ballad Tin Angel. Bob Dylan - death, disaster and

Nigella returns to dish 
up another tasty treat 


S he’s been off our screens for 
a while now, but it’s probably 
fair to say that Nigella Lawson 
has inspired a whole new 
generation of eager cooks - 
whether they would be mostly of 
the male variety because of her, 
shall we say, descriptive methods 
of demonstration is purely 
speculation - but however she’s 
done it, the Beeb’s number one 
food lady is a wealth of knowledge 
when it comes to all things tasty. 

Through her endless well- 
thought-out telly offerings and a 
number of recipe books over the 
years, Nigella has given us reason 
to stop cowering behind our 
cheesecake when meal-time 
conversation inevitably turns to who 
will be the next poor soul to host 
festivities. 

This time around, in Nigellissima 
(Monday, BBC2,8.30pm), the 
cook is presenting a guide to Italian 
cuisine, keen to demonstrate how 
traditional and exciting meals 
needn’t be a chore to knock up, and 
can actually use ingredients that 


are widely available in most 
supermarkets. It seems like we’re 
fast running out of excuses for 
slobbing out on the sofa and 
ordering takeaways. 

The kitchen set in which she will 
be working her magic has been 
purposely built and modelled 
entirely on her own kitchen at 
home, so she’s bound to be a dab- 
hand, right? Not that that was ever 
in doubt. 

She recently explained, on her 
website blog, the reasons for 
building a replica kitchen for the 
programme, rather than simply 
using her own; “I love my new 
kitchen and would have loved to 
film in it. But with one child doing 
GCSEs, another AS exams and yet 
another A-levels, it would not have 
been a good idea - or even 
possible. So we built a copy of my 
kitchen on set and it feels just like 
home.” 

That’s just as well because Nigella 
prides herself on her home-cooking 
being suitable for bringing together 
even the busiest of families. 


But what has inspired her to 
choose Italian food to base this 
latest series around? This isn’t 
Nigella’s first taste of the country, 
as she explains: “When I went to 
live in Italy when young, I said I’d 
do anything but clean lavatories; as 
a chambermaid in Florence, that is 
what I ended up doing! But I also 
learned about real Italian food, and 
by the time I’d left I had found my 
spiritual and gastronomic home. 

“I wanted to make a series of my 
sort of Italian food, inspired by the 
ethos and the ingredients, but fused 
with the way we live our lives, here, 
in the UK. I care about ease and 
accessibility, but I care most about 
passion and taste - and it is these 
crucial Italian factors I want to bring 
to the table and the television!” 

And first up on the menu is 
Sicilian pasta with tomatoes, garlic 
and almonds, a family feast of 
tagliata and Tuscan fries, and a 
fiery egg dish designed for late- 
night parties... so good we can 
almost taste it.

New regulations to take 
red tape out of planning 


THE Government has announced it 
is to relax certain planning rules and 
restrictions in a bid to inject some 
life into the housing market. 

Homeowners will be allowed to build 
single-story extensions that stretch up to 
eight metres beyond their property’s rear 
wall with more ease as the Government 
cut the official planning procedures says 
David Henderson from Strutt & Parker’s 
Shrewsbury office. 

The Government hopes that by substantially 
reducing the amount of paperwork required to 
build the most common extensions such as a 
conservatory, loft extension or garage conver¬ 
sion they can revive the property industry and 
help kick-start growth across the rest of the 
economy. 

Boost 

Strutt & Parker’s head of Building Consul¬ 
tancy, Jane Henshaw, explains: “Local contrac¬ 
tors who specialise in smaller jobs will receive a 
huge boost from this news. 

“I’m sure it will have a positive effect on local 
businesses as home owners can get a builder in 
quickly, start talking, and begin the work much 
sooner without the delay of form-filling and 
red-tape. 

“However some home owners are concerned 
about an increase in unsightly blots on the 
landscape as households won’t need the per¬ 
mission to build when the current procedures 
are axed.” 

The new rules do not apply universally, those 
who are in conservation areas, listed buildings 
or national parks will still have to go through 
the same processes as before. 

The change is one of a series of “growth

VOLKSWAGEN has revealed 
details of its all-new seventh- 
generation Golf, including a 
new chassis, new engines, 
new dimensions and a com¬ 
pletely revised interior space. 

A new Golf is a significant event not 
just for Volkswagen but for the indus¬ 
try in general.

Boot space rises 301tr to 380 with the 
seats upright, while a special optional 
extra feature will allow the front pas¬ 
senger seat to fold flat, offering a 
potential 2.4m of interior load space. 

Space between the front seats is 
increased through the use of an elec¬ 
tronic parking brake. As a cost option 
the compartment under the centre 
armrest can include a universal phone 
holder with an inductive aerial, which 
not only increases the signal strength 


of a phone placed in it, but also reduces 
the drain on the phone’s battery. 

Its intelligent range of engines will

Yet, as Pompey’s coach Michael Appleton 
conceded, his team were outplayed and out¬ 
worked in baking sunshine if ultimately only 
defeated by a couple of strikes which are 
already in the Saddlers’ Goal of the Season 
competition. 

James Baxendale, with his first for the 
club, and Florent Cuvelier were the headline 
makers but there is now real excitement 
running through Dean Smith’s camp. 

Last night, they were facing a trip to 
Stevenage - perhaps the acid test of Smith’s 
admirable attempt to fashion a team of some 
style from the youthful talent and energy 
orbiting the core of the side, Andy Butler and 
Dean Holden. 

But what will be satisfying for the Walsall 
boss will be knowing that his players beat 
Portsmouth - fresh from their first two wins 
of the season - with room for improvement. 

Moments of carelessness when in good 
possession, little outbreaks of sloppy defend¬ 
ing, the odd wrong decision as they burst 
away on the counter-attack are all compo¬ 
nents Smith and Richard O’Kelly can get 
their teeth into during training. 

O’Kelly’s presence alongside the manager 
in the technical area these days is not 
without significance. These Saddlers bear all 
the hallmarks of the Alan Buckley and Sean 
O’Driscoll teams with which their former 
coach is associated, teams which produced a 
whole greater than the sum of their parts. 

From the outset, the greater cohesion was 
Walsall’s which enabled them to survive 
Portsmouth’s first-half pressure without 
asking keeper David Grof to extend himself 
while they hinted at what was to come by 


fashioning the better chances. Jamie Pater¬ 
son and George Bowerman were not able to 
take them but both registered fine perform¬ 
ances, Bowerman in that thankless task as 
the lone central striker while Paterson took 
my Man of the Match award for another con¬ 
tribution of touch and creativity allied to a 
willingness to get back to his defensive 
station in front of full-back Ben Purkiss. 

The breakthrough was provided by two 
players experiencing quieter games. Ashley 
Hemmings finally eluded Mustapha Dum- 
baya’s attentions in a tangle of arms and legs 
out on the left touchline and squared a pass 
to the unmarked Baxendale 25 yards out. 

Baxendale, an O’Kelly ‘pick’ from last 
season’s relegated Hereford squad, allowed 
the ball to run across his line, steadied 
himself and then made the sweetest of con¬ 
nections which flummoxed Portsmouth 
keeper Mikkel Andersen as it dipped over 


him. If that was a peach, what followed was 
arguably better. 

Bowerman’s relentless toil and persist¬ 
ence earned Walsall a free-kick eight 
minutes later which Pompey only half- 
cleared to the lurking Cuvelier, playing 
against his former club. He had endured a 
frustrating afternoon with some wayward 
and ambitious shooting from range. 

But this left-footer fizzed through a star¬ 
tled defence and caught an unsighted Ander¬ 
sen rooted to the spot. 

There was time for Walsall to make life 
uncomfortable when three times they 
declined to clear a 70th-minute corner which 
enabled Izale McLeod the chance to launch a 
revival. But it never materialised and the 
match closed with Paterson smashing the 
bar with an even longer-range effort before 
Walsall celebrated with their travelling fans.
